S erious eaters know that Vermont is the place for craft 
beer, award-winning cheeses and flavorful maple syrup. 

But salami? 

While meat-curing rooms are still more common in 
Italy than in the Green Mountains, they're the reigning trend at an 
increasing number of Vermont restaurants. 

At Hen of the Wood in Burlington — the award-winning Waterbury 
resto opened this second location last year — chef Eric Warnstedt 
sources whole local animals and employs almost every cut in his 
hearty dishes, from head cheese to sausage. A few miles away, the 
commissary for the Farmhouse Group supplies its five restaurants — 
including South Burlington's Guild Tavern and Church Street's newest 
spot for Italian fare, Pascolo Ristorante — with fresh speck, etc. 

As nose-to-tail cookery has gained in popularity, so have options 
for those who don't eat meat or gluten. Many Vermont chefs 
recognize that a growing number of people eschew wheat, and they 
roll out gluten-free pizzas, pastries and breads that are sometimes 
barely distinguishable from the "real thing." Burlington has two new 
vegetarian restaurants — Revolution Kitchen and Pingala Cafe & 
Eatery — that ply the local populace with meat-free goodies such as 
seitan-poblano fajitas and eggplant "bacon." 

What hasn't changed since we began publishing 7 Nights more 
than 10 years ago is the dizzying array of eateries in our state, 
from classic diners to centuries-old taverns to sleek cocktail bars. 
Whether you're looking for a hip Winooski bakery or a sumptuous 
mountaintop meal in Stowe, we’ve got it covered. 

After a recent visit to the Green Mountains, Connecticut-based 
food and travel blogger Linda Orlomoski noted, "Everything just 
tastes different in Vermont." 

Don't we know — and love — it.

Five years ago, Newport was designated one of two Vermont 
"food deserts," meaning its residents lacked access to 
fresh, affordable food. It was a gentle call to arms for the 
passionate farmers, chefs and activists of this city on the 
shores of Lake Memphremagog. 

A string of community gardens sprang up, and a 
downtown natural-foods market expanded. Then, last year, 
a clutch of food producers transformed an ex-department 
store into a locavore mecca anchored by a butcher, baker 
and cider maker — and a cafe called Brown Dog Bistro. 



The airy, boho-chic eatery has floor-to-ceiling front 
windows that look out on Newport’s main drag, while its 
side is exposed to the wealth of cheeses, meats, veggies 
and maple products inside the ambitious new Northeast 
Kingdom Tasting Center. Chef Bill Small blends these raw 
materials into hearty. Quebecois-style comfort food, with 
local goodies spiking everything from drinks to dessert. 

The rose-hued Orleans Bitter aperitif is distilled from 
local apples and flavored with fresh herbs. The bird inside 
the duck-confit rillettes, served with fig jam, was raised 
just over the Canadian border near Lac-Brome. 

These Nordic delights are just the beginning of a 
leisurely French Canadian feast of mustardy corned-beef- 
and-cabbage soup, citrus-spiked rice salad, and luscious 
braised short ribs slathered in a peppery sour-cherry 
glaze. Small supplies plenty of creative flourishes. 
Sauteed calamari arrive in a tart ice-cider sauce dotted 
with raisins; grilled-cheddar sandwiches are laced with 
kimchi; and succulent, smoky cider-glazed pork belly 
comes on a roll with tarragon-spiked coleslaw. 

Brown Dog's fare is some of the most imaginative and 
satisfying in Vermont's Northeast Kingdom. From this 
vantage point, the "desert" appears to be blooming.

For a town that teems with tourists by day, Woodstock 
can seem a little deserted after dark, save for a few sedate 
restaurants.

A grass-fed 
lamb raised by their friends might be marinated, skewered 
and grilled, while a Lombard Farms pig could make a tender 
contribution to a sage-and-pistachio-spiked pork sandwich 
studded with puckery house pickles.

Until 
the giant dinner menu arrives, and Choices' moniker 
suddenly makes sense. The all-purpose Killington eatery 
offers a dozen seafood dishes. 20 meats. 10 pastas, seven 
salads — more than 60 options in all. This "something for 
everyone" ethos has been a successful survival strategy 
for Chef Claude Blais since 1986. 

Back then, the Vermont-born, Culinary Institute of 
America-trained Blais wanted to create a place for skiers 
and locals alike, so he set up two dining rooms: one with 
casual fare, the other serving high-end dinners. A slump 
in the early 1990s caused him to change course. Blais 
merged the dining rooms and their menus and installed 
his French-made rotisserie oven — all smart marketing 
moves in a sink-or-swim industry. 



out Choices as the best spot in town. Don't be fooled by 
the black lacquered chairs, ficus trees and other vestiges 
of the '80s: Blais' fare is geared toward modern families 
with a sense of adventure. 

While kids nosh on cheeseburgers, their parents can 
tuck into delicate, cornmeal-crusted fried oysters wedged 
between slices of andouille sausage and flavored with 
gutsy remoulade. A crisp potato pancake topped with 
capers, pickled onions and a drizzle of sour cream, served 
with smoked-salmon rosettes, is an Alpine snack for 
eaters of all ages. 

Sauteed monkfish fillets soaked in pecan butter are 
both sophisticated and satisfying, while those rotisserie 
meats — herb-dusted leg of lamb: tender pork loin stuffed 
with apples; and moist, spicy chicken — are reliable crowd 
pleasers. Can't choose? Order a sampler platter. 

Dessert necessitates more decision making, with 
the "choices' presented tableside on an old-school tray. 
Perhaps the most emblematic is the towering, feather- 
light chocolate mousse cake, with its crisscross of light 
and dark chocolates — as if the chef himself couldn't 
decide between the two.

Even the 
small Vermont city that hosts this unique bakery-cafe has 
a Gallic name. The Vergennes Laundry is already so French, 
there's no need to shout it from the rooftops. 

Days start a la frangaise at 7 a.m. with croissants and 
coffee — the latter made either slow-drip style or using a 
manual Chemex coffeemaker. The Laundry's hot chocolate 
is steamed milk poured slowly over three homemade, 
soon-to-be-melted creme fraiche truffles. 

Those who dally long enough — or arrive later — can 
choose from a wide range of rustic French-style pastries. 
Plump morning buns are far more interessant than your 
standard cinnamon roll. Instead of saccharine frosting, the 
tender pastry is rolled in sugar crystals and citrus zest. 



The gougeres would please even a gaulolse Goldilocks; 
neither too crisp nor too mushy, they're just right. And 
there's a locavore element: Rather than Gruyere or another 
Alpine cheese, the fluffy choux pastry holds Vermont's 
Grafton Village Cheese Cheddar. 

Other Green Mountain ingredients, such as fresh- 
picked sorrel and celeriac.turn up in daily soups and 
sandwiches. 

The bakery-cafe is part Europe, part New World, and that 
also describes the couple who started it all — in a former 
laundromat — with money they raised on Kickstarter. Baker 
Julianne Jones came to Vermont to attend Middlebury 
College and met French expat and now-husband Didier 
Murat. "Ironically, the Frenchman isn't the baker," Jones told 
Food & Wine magazine in a glowing story about the place. 

But Jones owes at least some of her culinary skills to 
a three-month apprenticeship with Westford-based 
French baker Gerard Rubaud — who, like Jones and Murat, 
proves every day how well Vermont terroir and French 
recipes go together.

In 2008, food critic Mark Bittman ordered the coconut cake 
at Waitsfield's Green Cup Cafe and described it as "stunning. 
unbelievable' 1 in the New York Times. Three years later, 
though, the place was gone, claimed by the floodwaters of 
Tropical Storm Irene. 

You could say the family of Green Cup Chef Jason 
Gulisano came to the rescue. His sister Lisa Curtis now 
operates a bakery, Sweet Simone's, where her brother 
once worked. Brother-in-law John Vitko and sister Sarina 



chocolate. The same high- 
end stuff goes into Vitko's 


sophisticated chocolate scoops, which he sometimes 
further enlivens with homemade meringue or chiles grown 
in his own Vermont garden. 

In the beginning, the family's chickens supplied most of 
the eggs for their ice cream, until Vitko went "mass market," 
as he puts it, and started selling in a few spots beyond the 
Waitsfield Farmers Market. When blueberries are plump, the 
pair whip them into a batch and sell it alongside the staple 
salted caramel. Their ice pops combine uncommon flavors 
such as cilantro and cantaloupe. 

The mixing magic happens back at 40 Bridge Street. 

The Gulisano family's home base also hosts the rustic eatery 
Peasant, and right next door is Bridge Street Butchery, 
specializing in homemade sandwiches and high-quality fish 
and meat. The old Green Cup may be gone, but its former 
location is filled with the kind of food enterprises that make 
Vermont unique. Expect the New York Times to keep raving 
about them.

The city of Barre has had its ups and downs, and it was 
certainly down during Keith Paxman and Rich McSheffrey's 
youth there. At the time, the bustling burg that built the 
Barre Opera House and Hope Cemetery had an ominous 
nickname: "scary Barre." 

Lucky for the Granite City, Paxman and McSheffrey 
went from being childhood buddies to partners in a 
restaurant business. In 2012. the pair opened Cornerstone 
Pub & Kitchen as part of one of Barre's more successful 
downtown revitalization efforts. Smack dab on Main 
Street, the eatery is living up to its name. 



Locals of all stripes come for comforting pub grub that is 
both ingenious and affordable. The pot roast is more elegant 
than it sounds. It tastes like a deconstructed short-rib dinner, 
complete with tender meat, silky blobs of mashed sweet 
potatoes and a sticky red-wine reduction. One section of the 
menu is devoted to fire-kissed grilled flatbreads. 

The food isn't necessarily aimed at blue-collar palates, 
but the portions are. The barbecue braised pork shank 
looks like it was created for Fred Flintstone. The caveman 
would surely "Yabba dabba doo!" for the juicy meat braised 
in beer and honey. It rests atop big leaves of col lard greens 
and a nest of trotolle pasta covered in sharp, two-year-old 
Grafton Village Cheese Cheddar mixed with smoky bacon 
and jalapenos. 

Dessert is served with an uncommon side of community. 
Jam-jar trifles come courtesy of students in the culinary 
arts program at Barre Technical Center. Flavors change 
daily, but most are mousse-and-cookie interpretations of 
sweets such as Almond Joy bars or Thin Mint cookies. 

Once trained, those young chefs will need jobs. Paxman 
and McSheffrey's follow-up Barre restaurant, a fast-casual 
burrito place called Two Loco Guys, created a few more. 

At this rate, Barre's foodie future could turn out to be as 
bright as its polished-granite past.

Vietnamese restaurants have cropped up all over 
Chittenden County. African markets, too. But Vermont's 
Bosnian contingent still flocks to one village for its 
favored flavors: Essex Junction. Cafe Mediterano is the 
only restaurant in the 802 that serves up a full menu of 
Mediterranean street food. 

Most nights, Eastern European customers fill the tables 
at the casual cafe, watching Bosnian news or singing 
competitions on a pair of flat-screen TVs. But Americans 
also appreciate 
Barney Crnalic's 
home cooking. It 
includes perfectly 
crisped slices of 
gyros meat — lamb- 
and-beef loaf on 
a spit — served in 
pitas or wraps, on 
salads, or on platters 
accompanied by 
seductively fluffy, 
buttery rice. 

Crnalic's hummus 
is garlicky: his 
dolmades are pillowy 
and tingling with 
citrus. The falafel, 
filled with roughly 
chopped chickpeas, 
makes for an 
exceptionally hearty 

And those are just 
the Turkish delights. 
Bosnian 

specialties keep 
diners noshing into 
the night. A meat 
pie called burek is 
lightly spiced beef 
encased in crackling, 
buttery phyllo 
dough. Spinach-and- 
cheese pies come 
with a crust that 
recalls the crepe- 
like tenderness of 
Hungarian palacsinta or Polish nalesniki. Crnalic finishes 
them on his panini press, leaving crisp grill marks in the 
soft dough. 

But the main attraction at Cafe Mediterano is cevapi. 
Served on a fluffy homemade roll, the juicy beef sausages 
Crnalic makes from scratch pack a spicy, garlicky wallop. 

He serves the roll with kajmak, a cross between mild, 
soft cheese and clotted cream. The result is a Bosnian 
"cheeseburger" with way more flavor than your average 
American beef patty. 

Save room for Crnalic's homemade baklava. Its cloak of 
honey is just sweet enough not to overwhelm the nuts and 
spices within. The dessert didn't originate in Bosnia, but 
Mediterano is all about breaking down borders. No matter 
where you're from, deliciousness needs no translation.

It was hard to believe anything could rival them — that is, 
until Pizzeria Verita opened a block away on Burlington's St 
Paul Street. 

Verita's pizzas are also wood-fired, but the bubbling and 
blistered pies that emerge from its blazing, 900-degree 
oven are paper thin. They cook in two minutes flat. 

Co-owner John Rao spent years perfecting the 
Neopolitan-style preparation — in which only a handful of 
pizzaioli in the world offer instruction — until he settled 
on the right combination of superfine flour. San Marzano 
tomatoes and whole-milk mozzarella. He shipped his two- 
ton oven from Italy to Burlington. Once a livery bam, his 
restaurant strikes the perfect balance of cozy and elegant. 

A pile of logs — to feed the fire — sits between the front door 
and the sleek bar, which serves stellar cocktails. 



Verita's pizza dough undergoes a long, lazy rise that 
makes it tastier. The fresh house fior di latte cheese is 
creamy heaven wherever it appears, be it on a Margherita 
pie accented with basil; a white pizza topped with curls of 
prosciutto; or the Cherry Amore, a circus-like pie dotted 
with dried cherries and drizzled with melted honey. 

Even mozzarella-free pies — such as the salsiccia e 
rapini with fennel sausage, garlicky broccoli rabe and aged 
Grana Padano — are riotous with flavor. 

Gluten-free? No problem — Verita’s wheatless crusts are 
hardly distinguishable from the real thing, and they're even 
baked in a separate oven. 

The menu offsets all that dough and cheese with 
gorgeous salads of peppery arugula studded with pine nuts, 
and crisp asparagus anointed with olive tapenade and an 
oozing, soft-boiled farm egg. Antipasto devotees can cobble 
together platters of marinated artichoke hearts, wedges of 
fior di latte, smoky ribbons of speck and even baked goat 
cheese — but they may not have room for the rest of the 
meal. A pro tip: Go easy on the antipasti. 

There's really only one proper way to finish a meal at 
Verita: with pizza alia Nutella — hot, chewy dough folded 
over melted Nutella, drizzled with more melted Nutella and 
sprinkled with confectioners' sugar. 

American Flatbread, there's a new pie in town. Rest 
assured, we have room enough in our hearts and stomachs 
for both of you.

jalaperio pepper and Espelette wonton chips; or luscious 
roasted marrow bones. 

It's all good, as they say, including dessert. Lechthaler 
can’t escape a dish he invented at Verde: a crisp waffle 
topped with buttermilk-bacon ice cream, a curl of bacon 
and a generous glug of maple syrup. 

Very Vermonty indeed, but with a unique modern twist.
